The Sault Ste. Meric Canal. 

The Annual Report of George W. Brown, 
Superintendent of the Seult Canal, gives a 
very satisfactory exhibit of the business of 
the Cana! for the past year, in «pite of the di- 
minution of traffic. While the receipts are 
one-third less than last year, and nearly the 
same amount has been expénded on the em- 


bankmment, the expenses are leas by one-third | 


than in 1560. The report presents some facts 
and figures to prove that the law reculating 
tolls operates onervusly upon steamers for the 
benefit of sail crafl. While only $4,153.20 has 
been received jrom 232 sail vessels, steam 
vessels have paid $15,414.75 , yet it ls asserted 
that it costs as much, if not more, to lock the 
above number of sall vesecls than it does the 
above number of steamers, inclading damage 
to gate locks, piers, and embankments. The 
Superintendent recommends the passing of a 
joint resolution calling upon the Genera! Guv- 
eroment to repair the fort, and adopt such 
other means as may be thought best to guard 
the canal.

How the Canadians Beceive it. 
[Quebec cor. N. ¥. Times, 30.]
